Game Of “Cops and Rob- 
bers” Fatal To Lad 
Of 14 


CHESTERVILLE, Ont., April 15. 
—A game of “cops and robbers” 
in which two ‘teen aged boys shot 
it out with loaded rifles ended 
fatally today for Eric Stata, 14, 
of this town 35 miles south of 
Ottawa. | 
Stata was rushed to Cornwall) 
hospital and died shortly after ad-| 
mission. Two bullet holes were| 
found in his head. 

It was first reported Stata acci-| 
dentally shot himself while hunt- 
ing sparrows with a companion. 
But police said later that according 
to the story given them by Stata’s 
15-year-old companion the boys 
had been playing “cops and rob- 
bers” on a farm 24% miles from here 
after skipping schogh and had “shot 
it out.” 

PLAY AT GAME 

Police said Stata carried a rifle 
originally used for shooting corks 
but which had been transformed 
into a gun that would shoot .22 cal- 
ibre bullets. His companion had a 
.22 calibre rifle.

Every one must admit that an 
organ which is so necessary to our
